DIARY OF THE WAR. 
(Compiled from the Daily Papers.) 

Friday, Jan. 1L—Turkey has sustained 
a severe blow by the capture of the whole 
Schipke army by the Russians. The official 
report sent by the Grand Duke Nicholas to 
the Czar atates that Genoral Radotuky, after 
a desperate engagement, captured the whole 
of the Turkish ‘army in the Schipka Pass, 
He bas made prisoners of forty-one’ bat: 
tulions, ten batteries, and a regiment of 
cavalry, The Turkish commanders at 
Widdin ond Nisch have boen ordered to 
ascertain from the Russians, by flag of 
truce,’ what conditions would be. acsepted 
for the- surrender of thoze places. A force 
of Turkish troops and auxiliaries have 
defeated the Montenegrins at Spaz and 
Maliasourl, and compelled thom to fall back 
upon Yenikol, Direct communtoation be- 
tween Erzeroum and Trebizond has been 
cut off by the Russians, A small detach- 
ment .of Turkish troops is stattoned at 
Baiburt.: From Batoutn it is reported that 
a Tarkish colamn from Tchurukeou has 
reconnoitred the Russian positions near’ 
that place, aiid exchanged shots with the 
enemy.
